In discussing Professor V. M. Andreyev's speech on cooperation between in- 
dustrial workers and scientists and technicians at the 7 th Plenum, the Admin- 
istration of VNITOE (All-Union Scientific and Technical .Society of Power Engi- 
neers) proposed that members of the society should Join in creative work for 
solving and putting on a cooperative basis many serious problems of practical 
importance to enterprises of the electrical Industry, power systems, and elec- 
tric power stations. This will ensure the successful completion of the Five- 
Year Plan in 4 years. 

Organizations of the society are carrying out corresponding work among 
members of the society. Organizations and members of the society have entered 
into socialist obligations concerning cooperation in design-planning, construc- 
tion, and Installation organizations, and there have been simileir arrangements 
between members of the society and Stakhanovite workers. 

We shall give some examples , 

The VRITOE department at the "Sevkabel'” plant organized a cooperation 
team for mastering the production of wire with a new insulation composition. 

Its members were A. S. Zakharov, Stakhanovite worker; I, K. Mikhaylov, engineer- 
designer; and A. A. Kashin, engineer- technologist. Until recently, the wires 
of deep-water cables were insxilated with a special compound which replaced the 
lead sheathing. This compound was expensive. A composition which was devised 
to replace the expensive insulating compound fully satisfies the requirements. 
However, its introduction was a complicated task, since a new technology had to 
be introduced and the equipment modernized.* The difficulties were solved by the 
cooperation team. Cooperation agreements have been concluded at the "Sevkabel*” 
plant for introducing- the latest technological methods and solving other produc-

Trekhov, M. M. Smirnov, M. A. Ferapontov, V. V. Anke, and M. S. Popov is col- 
laborating by designing and introducing a system for automatizing the opera- 
tion of painting chambers.
